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Though we Walk in the Fleſh, we do not 
War after the Fleſh : 
For the tle inp of our Warfare are not 
Carnal, but Mighty — 


HE Unity, Order, Diſcipline, and 

Force of a Company of Men im- 

bodied in an Army, have given 
frequent Occaſion to the Holy Spirit 
for Alluſions that way: And 1o, not to 
mention the Old Teſtament, a Hiſtory of 
commanded Wars under God the Lord of 
Hoſts ; in the New, the Chriſtian Life 1s - 
called a Warfare, we are Soldiers, and 
{aid to Fight; in the Epiſtle to the Ephe- 
frans, we are Armed at all Points; we have 
our Leader whom we are to follow, 7eſus 
Chrift, the Captain of our Salvation; under 
whoſe Banner we were, as it were, Liſted at 
our Admiſſion 1nto the Catholick Church. 

So does the Chriſtian Religion enter the 

World, under a Phraſe that is very Military 
in the Sound; as if ſome new Conqueror 
was to over-run the Earth, and a Fifth 


Temporal Monarchy to be advanc'd. 
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But we know all this to be but Figure of 
Speech, and that there is no other Uſe or 
mention in the New Teſtament of the one 
Warfare, but only to help to Expreſs the 
other : For as the Tenour of the Golpel, and 
this Text informs us, they are of perfectly 
Different Natures, and almoſt Oppoſite one 
to the other. 


Though we walk m the Fleſh, we do not way 
after the Fleſh : For the Weapons of our 
Warfare are not Carnal, but Mighty. 


That 1s, The War that 1s waged, 1s of ano- 
ther Kind; and the Weapons of another 
Make. They are too of greater Power, and 
more certain Succeſs. And theſe are the 
Two General Conſiderations which I deſire 
frit to preſent to you, intending afterwards 
to apply them to the particular Occaſion 
for which we are now Aſſembled. 


To Begin with the Dirt FERENCE OF 
THE: WARFARE, the FIRST Confide- 
ration. This Warfare, in the firſt place, 
declares none for its Enemies, whom God 
permits to dwell upon his Earth : not for 
being Wicked, or Infidel ; much leſs for 
being too Rich, or too Near ; for being 

Poſſeſs d 
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Poſſeſs d of a Fairer Territory, and which 
lies better for our Convenience. | 

Its Enemies are not Men, but Vices and 
Paſſions ; {ſuch Luſts as, according to Saint 
James, are the Common Caules of Other 
Wars : and thole too chiefly, as they are 
| lodged in our Breaſts, in the fame Bod 
wherewith we are encompals'd. With theſe 
dwelling in the-midit of us, (for others we 
are to overcome by Perſuaſion only) we 
ought to live in perpetual Hoſtility, ſub- 
duing them to Reaſon, and bringing them 
into Captivity to the Law of Chriſt. 

And as the Enemies are Different, ſo is 
the Deſign of the War : not a Foot of Earth 
18 to be the Purchaſe of the Victory : the 
Aim 1s not to gaina Name, by being a Peſt 
and Terrour to the Neighbourhood ; by 
Ruine and Slaughter; to be Talk'd of by 
One part of the World, for having Deftroy'd 
Another. | 

Ihe Intention of our Leader was, not to 
| Conquer this World, but to Conduct us 
through it to Another; not to Deſtroy, but 
to Save; not to Take away Lives, but to 
giwe his Own a 2 7 for Many. | 
According to the Enemies, and to the 
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Deſign of the Warfare; ſo are its Orders': 
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not to reſiſt Evil with Evil, but to overcome 
Evil with Good, to turn the Other Cheek, 
to give up the Coat, to go the Other Mile; 
rather than be engaged in Revenge, or any 
Uncharitable Retaliation ; or but Imitate 
the ſame Violence or Injuſtice : On the con- 
trary, to forgive our Enemies; to bleſs them 
that curſe us ; to do good to them that hate 
us ; and Pray for them that deſpitefully uſe 
us, and Perſecute us. 

This is the Known Method and Duty of 
our Warfare. Thoſe that oblerve not theſe 
Rules, walk Dzſorderly, tranſgreſs againſt 
the Diſcipline of their General, are not re- 
puted the Soldiers, but the Enemies of Him 
and his Croſs ; and though under his Name, 
they fight againft Him. 

To the Manner of the War, the Weapons 
are ſuited, they are not Carnal : none of 
thoſe of Offence or Defence which the Fleſh 
uſes. The Covering 1s neither by Shield or 
Helmet, nor by falſe Pretences, and Hypo- 
critical Diſguiſes; the Attack neither b 
Sword, or Spear; nor by Malicious Falſe 
Tongues, Poiſoned Calumnies, and Mur- 
dering Accuſations : all the Ambuſhments 
of Falle Promiſes, and Enſnaring Allure- 
ments, are againſt the Law of thele Arn; 
© - | The 
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The Courage too, is not from Blood fer- 
mented with Anger or Revenge; not from 
any Impetuous, Unruly Paſſions; all theſe 
it reſtrains and ſuppreſſes. Its Conſtancy and 
Reſolution is founded upon Faith in God 
animated by the Hope of Heaven, and 
diſplays it ſelf in Charity towards Men. 
Whatever Terrors or Temptations are offer d, 
they are repell'd by the Shzeld of Faith, the 
Helmet 1 
Righteouſneſs. Whatever Objections and 
Arguments are urg d, they are cut aſunder 
by the Sword of the Spirit, the Word of God. 
This is the Armour of Proof with which we 
may be able to ſtand, even againſt Princi pa- 
lities, and Powers, and the Rulers of the 
Darkneſs of this World. 

This Warfare is not the Carnal : ſo far 
Different, that it has been reputed not con- 
ſiſtent ; but that Swords were to be beat 
into Plough-ſhares, and Spears into Prunimg- 
hooks, and the Nozſe of the Battle was to be 
heard no more. It has been preſum'd that 
theſe two ſorts of Armours could never fit 
the ſame Perſon ; and that the Soldier Enga- 
ged in the one Service, muſt Deſert the other. 

This has been the Pious Error, even of ſome 


Well-meaning Harmlels Chriſtians ; expreſ- 
SN 


Hope, and the Breaſt-plate of 
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ſing their Good Wiſhes, and Peaceful Diſpo- 
ſitions; not their Knowledge of Mankind, 
or of the Precept of our Saviour: an Error 
which may expoſe the Miſtaken to Rapin 
and Murder; but is Dangerous only to the 
Followers of it: It ſelf making no Widows, 
or Orphans; and laying no Cities waſte. 
However, ſo much is certain, that all 
Wars undertaken by Chriſtians, are to be 
under the Direction of the Spiritual War- 
fare, and ſubject to its Orders. Whatever 
other Arms we put on, theſe of the Spirit 
are never to be put off: they are ſtill to be 
next us. He that ſhall be found fighting 
without them, engages his Perſon raſhly to 
infinite Danger, and expoſes himſelf to 
Eternal Death: runs a greater hazard than 
his Enemy intends him. For want of the 
one Armour, the Blow that wounds through 
the other, may be too Mortal, pierce to the 
Soul, and not only diſlodge it, but diſpatch 
it to Hell. 
- This likewiſe is certain, that as Our Saviour 
came not to Diſband Armies, ſo He gave 
out no new Commithions : He Licens d War, 
and Permitted a Proſecution of Right, which 
the Violence and Injuſtice of Man might 
continue to mike-neceffary ; but He Com- 
manded 
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manded none, nor will have any Levied in 
His Name. And therefore, that Dominion 
is founded in Grace, that the moſt Godly 
Man has the greateſt Title to this World 
and its Empire; is a wide Miſtake of Earth 
for Heaven; is the Doctrine of the Prince 
of this World; and whoever advances it, has 
as {mall a pretence to Grace, as he has to 
Dominion; and is no more a Chriſtian, than 
he is a King. In like manner, that Heathen 
or Heretick Princes and Countries may be 
given up to the next Orthodox, and moſt 
Chriſtian, Occupant ; that then a Saint is 
to put on a Sword, and if he falls in the 
Quarrel he dies a Martyr; this is a Doctrine 
of the Crols never taught by Our Saviour, 
nor thought of by his Apoltles, ſince Saint 
Peter put his Sword up in its Sheath , it 
needs Indulgence and Remithon ; a greater 
Hereſie than any it goes to extirpate, and 
more becoming the Followers of Mahomet, 
than of Chrjl. War indeed has been levied 
upon ſuch Pretences ; the Wooden Crols 
carry'd in the Front of the Battle, and the 
Counterfeit of it borne in the Arms and 
Enfigns ; but He that was Crucified, could 
not own the Cauſe; it was a Holy War, 
againſt the Deſign of his Holy „ 
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Whenever Religion is — by One 
Nation, for the Title of an Offenſive War 
againſt Another, it is only put for the Co- 
lours: but Ambition, or Covetouſneſs, or 
Cruelty, has the chief Command. It may 
indeed be the Lawful Pretext of a Defenſive 
War: but Occaſionally only, and as it is a 
Poſſeſlion in which we ought not to be 
Diſturb'd. Religion it ſelf is of too Pure 
a Nature for the Arm of Fleſh to reach it; 
that Violence cannot come near to Hurt it: 
when it is perſecuted it improves, purifies 
in the fire, and 1s Perfected by Suffering. 
But the free Profeſſion of this Religion, as 
it may be Impeach'd, ſo it is capable of being 
a Right and a Propriety ; and a War againſt 
an Invading Neighbour, Juſt and Neceſſary 


in its Defence. But as a Propriety only, 


and to which we have a Civil Title, it gives 
an Occaſion for War: it makes of it ſelf no 
new, nor ſeparate, Pretence. And therefore 
in all thoſe Caſes, where the Laws of the 
Country prohibit the taking up of Arms ge- 


nerally, on the account ofany Poſſeſſion; there 


Religion underſtands her Title to be inclu- 
ded too, throws down her foreign Weapons, 


truſts only to her own, and practiſes her 


proper Warfare. In ſuch a Caſe, for a Chri- 
| {tian 
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ſtian to be found Reſiſting, for the ſake of 

the Coſpel; would be as incongruous, as for 

a Subject to Rebell, in defence of a Statute 

againſt Treaſon. 

Where-ever the Humane Law has Eſtab- 
Ii{h'd Non Reſiſtance, the Divine does by 
no means Relax it: and where the Humane 
Law abſolves or releaſes, the Divine does 
does not tie up or reſtrain. The Chriſtian 
Religion encourages Paſlwve-Obedience, and 
enforces it, where it is due; as it muſt be 
thought due to the Legiſlative Authority: 
but what meaſure of Obedience is due to 
the Regent part, that the Law of the Coun- 
try muſt preſcribe; for who, ſays Our Lord, 
made me a Fudge and a Divider over you ? 
As we are allo left to underſtand, not only 
that all Nations have not in this Matter 
the lame Law, but that the lame Nation is 
not always Govern'd by the Same; that 
even the Rules, ſometimes reputed Funda- 
mental, are Mutable ; and it is in the 
Power of Men, and Time, to introduce and 
eltabliſh others: though this will be always 
true, That the Beſt Policy is not the Looſeſt; 
and that in Any, a Good Patriot, as well 
as a Good Chriſtian, willche the leaſt for- 
ward to Reſiſt with Carnal Weapons. 

C | Such 
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Such is the True Warfare of a Chriſtian 
and theſe his Weapons : but Man would ra- 
ther engage in the Carnal. He is ready to 
be Angry, and Revengeful, in the Cauſe of 
God; would be glad to have a Commiſſion 
from Heaven to Kill, Waſte, and Deſtroy. 
Such a Licenſe drew thoſe vaſt Numbers to 
Mahomet's New Sect: all thoſe Lawleſs 
Pilfering Saracens were ready to receive a 
Religion, that would make it their Duty tc 
Rob, and accept of their Zeal to Murder. 
When too we read of thoſe great Bodies of 
Men that marched from Chriſtendom, on 
that their Zewiſh Expedition, for the Holy 
Land; we may imagine, the greateſt part 
of them would not have went an unarmed 
Pilgrimage ſo far, to Weep and Repent ; 


nor would have ſtay d at Home and forſaken 


their Sins, taking upon them the True Croſs, 
and the Apoſtles Holy War. Had not In- 
temperaꝑce, Licentiouſneſs, Rapine, Diſcon- 
tent, Anger, and the reſt of that train, been 
admitted tothe Muſter; fewer poſſibly wou d 
have went Out, than ever us d to Return. 


80 DOES Tn CHRISTIAN WARFARE 
feem to the Carnal Man, Baſe and Ignoble, 


Degenerous and Effeminate : He would mor 
Wi 
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wiſh a Weaker Enemy, and an Eaſier Con- 
queſt: If the War be not affer the Fleſh, it 
is Contemptible: and if the Weapons are 
not Carnal, they are Feeble. But this Imagi- 
nation the Holy Apoſtle prevents in a Word, 
and directs to the contrary Concluſion, 
which we are now in the SECOND PLACE 
to Conſider. The Weapons, ſays he; of our 
Warfare are not Carnal, but Mighty : were 
they Carnal, they ought to be deſpiſed, and 
would be weak; but they are Mighty: As 
the Fleſh is Heavy, and Unactive; all Force, 
and Power, is from the Spiritual Part. 

For Firſt, The Spiritual Warfare is of it 
ſelf attended with a Courage, that does not 
deſerve to be Contemn'd ; that is, highly 
eſteem d on other Occaſions: a Courage not 
Furious and Brutal, that fomes and rages, 
but calm and ſedate, founded upon true Re- 
ſolution, and accompany d with Preſence 
of Mind; that bears the Choque, and re- 
ceives the Charge, unconcernd and un- 
mov'd ; keeps its Poſt againſt rhe Al- 
ſault, and againſt the Provocation of 
the Enemy; needs not to be heated, and 
chafed; can bear and endure, expoſe its Life 
in cool undiſtemper d Blood, and die with- 
out the Satisfaction of a Revenge. This * 
2711 4 the 
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the Chriſtian; this is the True Fortitude ; 
not always ſafely Inſulted, Dreaded rather 
than Deſpis d by a Wiſe Enemy. 
When ſuch a Chriſtian has Leave to pu 
on Humane Arms, in Defence of his Coun- 
try or Religion; it will not be found that 
his Saviour's Doctrine has Enervatd, or In- 
timidated his Natural Courage: Non Ille pro 
caris Amicis, aut Patria, timidus Perire. His 
Real Concern for his Religion, will out- do 
all Pretended Zeal; and his True Charity 
for his Friends and Countrymen, will make 
him not unwilling to be (in St. Paul's Senſe) 
an Anathema for them; little valuing This 
Life, which he ſhall exchange for Life 

Eternal. A - r ä 7 177 5 TOE 5 , 
So Powerful will the Spiritual Weapons 
be in a Carnal Warfare: but they are of them- 
{elves and in their own Paſſive Nature Mzgh- 
15: Powerful againſt thoſe that are not Bar- 
barous, Obdurate, and Inſenſible; Power- 
ful over all that are Noble and Generous: 
Mighty to aſſwage Anger, and to reconcile 
Enmity; they are powerful over God him- 

lelf, and Appeate lis Juſt Indignation. 
Through God they are often mzghty upon 
the Earth: He comes down to their Suc- 
cour, and frequently in their Aid engages 
us 
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his Almighty Arms: interpoſing in the De- 
fence of thoſe that obey his Word, and de- 
pend upon his Pleaſure. They ftand ſtill, 
and ſee the ſalvation of God: they Hold their 
Peace, and he Fights for them. 1 
But whatever the Fate of this Warfare be 
in this World, however it may be made 
Paſſive here by the Contumelies and Inju- 
ries of Men; yet then in that State, it 
ſhines Brighteſt towards Heaven, and finds 
the greateſt Favour there. 
The Courtof Heaven, whole Princes and 
Nobles are thoſe who have been AMicted 
and Tormented, ſtript and Murder'd; has 
thoſe in greateſt regard, who are engag'd 
in the lame Warfare. The Great Gov, the 
Fountain of True Honour, whole King- 
dom ſtands not by the Arm of Fleſh, nor 
by the falle Bravery of Humane Strength ; 
requires of his the Courage to Suffer, the Da- 
ring to undergo Affliction and Diſgrace, for 
his Sake: the Poor in Spirit, the Meek, the 
Defam d, and the Perſecuted they are by 
God himlelfdeclar'd Blefled, and proclaim'd 
Noble; theirs is the Kingdom of God, and 
their Title the Ch:/dren of the moſt High. 
For 1o Migbty are the Honourable Wea- 
pons of this Warfare, that they muſt pre- 


vail, 
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* vail, and cannot be defeated of their De- 
ſign: after a little Oppoſition here below, 
which: too only increaſes the Reward and 
Glory of the Arms, a Victory will certain- 
ly be obtain d, and Crown given. For who 
ſhall: ſeparate us from the Love of Chriſt, 
{hall Trabulation, or Dafreſs, or m_ ecu- 
tion, or Famme, or Nakeaneſs, or Perl, 
or the Sword © Nay-m all theſe thmgs we 
are more than Conquerors. 

This is the Warfare of the Chriſtian 
Church, and theſe its Weapons: nor ſhall 

they by the Grace of God be ever wreſted 
out 5 our hands: we in all things appro- 
ving our ſelves as the Followers of Chriſt, 
by Pureneſs, by Knowledge, by 12 
mg, by Kianeſs, by the Holy Ghoſt, by Love 
Unfeigned, by the Word of Truth, by the 
Power of God 77 the Armour of on Jneſs 
on the right hand, and on the left, in Ho- 
nour and Diſhonour, in Evil Report and 
Good Report; {till maintaining our Ground 
and our Duty, and ſuffering no Man to 
take this Clory from 1 Ts TLIDITS ©, * 
» Tris was THE WARFARE OF THE Roy- 
N al Sufferer of this Day, next under Chrytt 
the Supreme Gvernour of our Church, its 
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Illuſtrious Example: who Excell'd as much 
in Chriſtian Graces, as in Temporal Dig- 
nity ; in his Life and by his Death, the 
nder of the Faith. 
On This Day the Carnal Arms receiv'd 
their Diſgrace; and the Honour and Ad- 
vantage of the Spiritual Warfare appear. 
The Carnal proſper d on the Wrong Side; 
The Weapons of the Fleſh were the Weapons 
of the Rebels, and prevail d in their hands; 
they fail'd the righteous, the Royal Caule, 
and gave it up treacherouſly to the Iſſue we 
now lament. But the Other Armour, which 
this Pious King receiv'd by ſpecial Grace 
from the immediate Hand of God, and in 
which He Trufted, of that he could never be 
deſpoil'd ; The Enemy could no more take 
it, than he would wear it: It remain d all 
along with his Sacred Perſon, protected 
him from all the Harms of Earth and Hell, 
and brought him off {ate to his Heavenly 
Country and Eternal Manſion. The Sword 
of the Spirit, the Word of God, was always 
Succelsful in His Hand, in all Encounters 
againſt the Heretical and Schiſmatical Ad- 
verſaries of our Church. Truth and Inno- 
cence were Mighty on his Side, againſt all 
the Frauds — Calumnies of his Enemies 0 

an 
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and his Faith in God and Hope of Heaven 


ſecur d Him againſt their Terrors: His Pa- 
tience ſtood firm, and unſhaken; and his 
Charity was abſolutely Invincible. 

The very Show and Appearance of this 
Spiritual Warfare, how Powerful it is even 
among Men, was too viſible from the Fa- 
vour the Rebels found by the Pretence, and 
from the Friends they drew in, deceiv'd 
by falſe Colours and borrow'd Armour. 
But the True Weapons how Mighty they 
were, appear d on this truly Chriſtian 
Prince. They were able to reclaim many of 
his Enemies to their Duty to a loſt Cauſe, 
and ſubdue them to Right and Reaſon: but 
they were indeed Migbty with God; pre- 
vailing with him to confound the Councils 
of the Irreclaimable; to break their Force 
and open a way through their Bloody Com- 
bi nations as through the Red Sea, for the 
Return of Peace and the Royal Family: 
Cod being pleas d all along to — 
the moſt Likely Attempts of Loyal Men, 
the moſt Probable Humane Deſigns; to 
make Way for a Miracle, with which He 
intended to Honour the Royal Cauſe, and 
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For the ſame Reaſon too, may the ſame 
Divine Providence be preſum'd to have de- 
feated the Carnal Auxiliary Force of his 
Servant, that He might This Day fight alone 
His Own Battle for Religion and the Laws. 
He fought This Day alone ſucceſsfully, 
againſt all the Conqueſts of his Enemies: 
more Happy, and more Victorious, than if 

He had Trod them under his Feet in the 
Firſt Battle. 

They were able indeed often to Hinder 
his Paſſage to his Forts, and Accels to his 
Royal City: but the Correſpondence be- 
tween Him and Heaven could not be ſo 
barr d, nor his Progreſs that way obſtructed. 
But as the ſame Soldiers, by the Wonderful 
Providence of God, willingly afterwards 
Guarded his Son to the Throne; ſo did 
they now unwittingly Attend the Royal 
Father to a Nobler Triumph, and put him 
in Poſſeſſion of an Immarceſſible Crown : 
making Him, effectually, by God's ſecret 
Over-ruling Will, a more Glorious Prince, 
than the ſtrain d Phraſe of their Hypocritical 
Leaders had ever promis'd or pretended to 
make Him. RL BL £5 

For however the Proſpect might appear,

of Religion; or to a Carnal Eye, that ſees no 
farther than the Shadows and Pageantry of 
this World: a Chriſtian will not doubt to 
affirm, That this his Laſt Day was the moſt 
Gloriousof his Reign; and that He was more 
Happy when he aſcended the Scaffold, than 
when he firſt mounted the Royal Throne. , 
For we are not to let our Carnal lmagina- 
tion ſo much deceive us, as to eſtimate the 
Glory of the Day by its Outward Appear- 
ance. Every Battle of the Warrzer is with 
confus'd Noife, and Garments rol d in Blcod. 
The Victor is cover'd over with Sweat, and 
Duſt, and Gore; and hardly to be dilcern'd 
from his Conquer'd Priſoner. If we will 
take a View of the Conqueror, we mult fol- 
low him to his Triumph: not ſee Our Saint 
only mingled with the Enemy, and as he 
fights his Way out of This World ; but as he 
1s receiv d into the Other: what Glories he 
then puts on, and what his Triumphant 
Entry iffto Heaven: How Bright he Riſes, 
the Morning after his Bloody Setting. 
Other Conquerors, that have made the 
Earth to tremble, and have ſhaken Aing- 
doms, that havè made the World as a Milder- 
refs; and deſtroy d the Cities thereof; when 
they receive their Irrecoverable t Over- 
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throw, and go at laſt to thoſe miſerable Men, 
that they have ſent with Complaints and 
Accuſations, before them: Hell from beneath 
25 moved to meet them at their coming ;. it 
ſtirs up ita Deg oy them, to receive them 
into the lame Miſery, and inſult over their 
Darkneſs and Chains. Whereas the Victors 
of our Warfare aſcend to Mount Sion, to the 
City of the Heavenly Ming; to the Innume- 
rable Company of Angels; to the Army of 
Martyrs, Joying in their Society, and Con- 
gratulating their Succeſs ; to the Blefled 
Jeſu the Furſt and the Great Sufferer, ſitting 
ready with Lawrels and Crowns, to beſtow 
them on the Glorious Companions of the 
lame Arms. 2

Sucn'a Dax or Gronr this was to 
that Royal Sufferer ; of Honour to God, 
and to. His Church among us : but to the 
Nation it was a Day of Guilt and Ignominy. 
for which they were then covered with Con. 


before Cod; as We now protets to be. 
In the Stroke of This Day, the: Guilt of 
the Carnal Arms, employ'd ſo many Years 
againſt the Laws and the Prince, was Summ'd 
up and Compleated. All the preceding 
Thouſands of. Murders, were accompliſh d 
in 
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in This; and the Whole Kingdom, as it 
were, at once Beheaded by that Blow. 

The Spiritual Wickednels too of that War- 

fare, the falſe zealous Profeſſion for the 
Cauſe of God, and Laws of the Country, 
was ſuitably concluded with that ſolemn 
Mockery of Juſtice : which rendering the 
Aſſaſſination more Criminal and Inexcuſa- 
ble, than if it had been done in private 
Poiſon or Dagger; Expos'd 'openly to 
the World, in their High Court, and on 
the Scaffold, the Hypocriſie of all their 
former Pretences. 

In the Guilt of this Blow, all thole too 
were to Confeſs their Share, who had but 
once lifted up their Hands againſt their how 
Dying KING. And many of thoſe who had 
Strove for the Juſter Side, but not Lawfully, 
(in the Apoſtle's Phraſe ;) and fought un- . 
der the Colours, but not after the Example, 4 
of their Prince, might reflect upon them- 
ſelves alſo as not wholly Guiltleſs; and 
remembring now their Diſorders, and 
breach of theRules of the Chriſtian Wartare, 
adore the Juſtice of God, in the Defeat of 
their Carnal Strength. They might with 
Trouble reflect, how much, by their Irregu- 


lar Conduct, they had Diſhonoured and 


Enfeebled 
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Enfeebled the Royal Cauſe: recommending 
the Hypocriſie of the Enemy to the Un- 
diſcerning People, by the contrary too viſi- 
ble appearance of Profaneneſs and Intem- 
perance upon themſelves; and fighting for 
their King, in the Breach of his Laws, and 
Spoil of his Subjects. ei 
For all theſe Reaſons, the Nation at that 
time was Effectually Afflicted, and very Sen- 
ſibly Humbled before the Almighty: the far 
Greater, and much Better part of it, conti- 
nuing alſo, for many Vears, to groan under 
the Oppreſſive Conſequences ef that Fatal 
Blow. And when afterwards Cod was 
graciouſly pleas d to hear their Cry, and to 
take from their Necks that Intolerable and 
Shameful Voke; as they could not poſſibl 
forget thoſe Great, and Long Miſeries; 1 
they could not but think it neceſſary to 
ſet aſide One Day, that ſhould repreſent 
thoſe many paſt Vears, and be to them an 
Annual Sad Memorial of thoſe Calamities, 
and expreſs Their Pious Senſe of the Guilty 
Cauſes, This was a Juſt and · Humble Ac- 
knowledgment, Due for their Paſt Delive- 
rance; and their Sureſt and Wiſeſt Preſerva- 
tive, for the Future: that their Ingratitude 
might not be Puniſh'd by ſome New Worle 
bh „ ers; 
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Miſeries; or that they might not, at leaſt, 
be again Abandon d ta the Deluſion of ſuch 
Deſtructive Impoſtuſees. 
This Remembrance therefore they Re- 
ligiouſly Inſtituted, a National FA ST, 
for National Crimes: always Senſibly Ob- 
{eryd by thoſe who are of Age to Remem- 
ber thoſe paſt Calamities; but yet more 
Devoutly to be Kept by them, when they 
hear again the Sound. of the Fore-runners 
of the Carnal Battle; and ſee thoſe Prin- 
ciples unhappily Reviv d, and audaciouſly. 
Own'd, which brought on the now Lamen- 
ted Exciſion. _ The Same Wicked Reſtleſs 
Spirit, returning to a Land once ſwept 
and garniſi d, may well bring into its 
Remembrance in what manner it was for- 
merly Poſſeſs'd :. and will not ſuffer a 
Time, no further Diſtant, to be forgot, 
by thoſe who have but heard or read the 
Story. I may lay, that, had this Tearly 
Memorial Expird with the laſt Century; 
ſuch Endeavours as Theſe would have call'd 
loudly for the Revival and Re- eſtabliſhment 
of it: as the too open Contempt, which 
ſome have had the Boldneſs to expreſs for 
this Religious Duty, may give the Lovers 
of their Country and Church a new Cauſe 
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for a yet Stricter FAST; to Atone for the 
Plague of ſo great a' Guilt, freſh breaking- 
out, and to Supplicatè againſt its Direful 
Contagion. But, 1 


 adly. Tuis Day, as it Religiouſly 
expreſs d before our God, a Deteſtation. of 
thoſe ſeveral Sins which provoked his Righ- 
teous Judgment; lo was it deſign d to be 
further Serviceable, to keep- up this Abhor. 
rence in the Minds of the Coming Genera. 
tion; that they might not be unawares 
engag d in the lame Warfare, and per:ſh 

in the Gas e of Corab; that th 
might not, by the like Practices renew'd, 
have another Occaſion for ſuch a Fat; 
and be forc'd then Always to Keep it in 
Private, (as their Predeeeſſors Long did) 
for want of another Neſtoration of the 

Crown and the Church. | 607? 
For as It admomiſhes the Government 
not to Exceed the Meaſures of the Law, 
nor to give the leaſt reaſonable Occaſion to 
the Subject of any Juſt Complaint ; ſo it 
lets the Subject know the Bleſſings and 
Advantages of an Ancient Regular Go- 
vernment, and of a Stated Fix d Succeſ- 
ſion: that it is not to be Diſturb'd, with- 
Out 
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out Abſolute Evident Neceſſity; and that 
as the Prince is for the Sake of the People, 
{o are They, for their Own Sakes, to Guard 
his Perſon, and Maintain his Rights: That 
all Governments have their Inconvenience, 
and all Mankind their Imperfections; that 
Subjects are not free from inordinate Deſire 
of Dominion and Riches, from Envy and 
Ambition ; and that Thole often moſt ve- 
hemently Exclaim againſt Arbitrary Pro- 
ceedings in Others, who would be the 
moſt Arbitrary Themſelves : That They 
whole Diſcourſes pretend to teach the Sub- 
jects of any Lawful, not wholly Intolerable, 
Government, in what Caſes they may 
Reſiſt; are no better Catechiſts, than thoſe 
who ſhould make it their chief Buſi- 
neſs to Inſtruct Children of Good Parents 
in what Cale they may lawfully Diſobey 
their-Fathers, and lay Violent Hands on 
their Perſons : that ſuch Cafes, as they are 
not to be preſum'd, ſo are not to be ſup- 
pos q; and cannot be put without Imper- 
tinence, unleſs with this Implication, that 
they are likely to take Place, and of Preſent 
Uſe : Laſtly, That a Civil War is the 
utmoſt 3 in Humane Policy, to be 
Prevented with all * Care by the whole 
oe Com- 
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_ of Nature than it is of Grace. 


„Sog Will This Day, im order to feach the 
follg in remember us of thoſe that Pre- 
ceded; and put us upon reflecting, by what 
Arts, and under what Popular Pretences, 
that Furious War was rais d; how Unma- 
nageable and Ungovernable it prov'd, to 
Thoſe that firſt promoted it; how much 
They fail'd of their Deſigns, and the People 
of Their Promiſes: many at laſt as much 
Stripp'd, and all as much at Mercy, as their 
Sovereign on the Scaffold. 


But, Laſtly, Whether This Day inſtructs 
18, Or no, in this Uſeful, and not Foreign, 
Leſſon; warning us againſt ſuch Principles 
and Seeds of Miſchief as in this one Pro- 
perty are unhappily like the Good Seed of 
the Goſpel, that though ſmall in the Gram, 
they may quickly take Root and grow a 
Tree; and like the ate Leaven, may lie 
neglected, till they ſowre and {well up the 
whole, Maſs; however the Day, through 
our own Heedleſneſs, may fail of that good 
Effect: yet let it teach us that which is 
moſt proper to it, and Which it 3 
Directly; what little Certainty there oO 
's 5 (6. of 2 c 
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the Poſſeſſion, Authority, and Force of 
This World; and where our Chief Truſt 
and Main Confidence is to be placed. k 
If any One might have preſum d himſelf 
Free from all Calamitons Events, this Prince 
well might: Indiſputably Rightful Lord 
of a Great, Flouriſhing, and then Peaceful 
Country; himſelf of Unbyaſs d Rectitude 
and Exemplary Piety : and yet was God 
leas'd to ſuffer that Profound Quiet to be 
oke-up and harrals'd, and not to ſpare 
the Vertues of his Servant. 

The Great Men of the Kingdom were 
then in the heighth of Honour and Power; 
by an undifturb'd - Preſcription” of many 
Reigns, poſſeſs d of the Reverence and Obe- 
dience of the People : no Enemy from 
Abroad, or Rebellion at Home, had inter- 
rupted that long Courſe of Authority and 
Proſperity. But in a little time They were 
brought Low; their Noble Blood mingled 
on the Earth with the Common; their 
Eſtates Confiſcated, their Authority jevell d, 
and They diftingurſh'd only by the Rude- 
nels ris. Contempt of their New Equals. 
This was then the Portion of Princes, and 
Nobles : and now They have * Se- 
curity againſt the Arm of Fleſh, They have 


rather 
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rather the Preſident of the laſt Age againſt 
Them: and will therefore have the Exam- 
ple ſo far at leaſt before their Eyes, as to 
know the Armes of the Chriſtian Warfare 
to be the Migbtieſl, and that Defence the 
Sureſt . 4h 5 i 
Men of all Ranks, the leſg Precaution the 
are able to take againſt the Warfare accord- 
ing to the Fleſh, the more they are to Arm 
themſelves with the Weapons of the Spirit. 
And thoſe that are forward to have Recourſe 
to Carnal Arms, are to know, they muſt 
not boaſt of that Harneſs till they put it off; 
that thoſe Weapons are Frail and Treache- 
rous; a Spear, Brittle like the Reed of Agyt, 
and Wounding the Hand of him that Leans 
too much upon it. Our Obſervance: of 
the Orders of Our Lord; and Exerciſing 
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our {elves by His Diſcipline, will beſt Secure 
our Preſent Safety; but will.moſt certainly 
Aſſure us of Everlaſting Salvation. For 
That, we ought to be reſtleſsly Sollicitous; 
And That may the Good G op grant us,
